nights Cora and her father got very 
little, if any, sleep, as it was impos- 
sible to secure a nurse at the island. 
Finally the end came yesterday morn- 
ing, and the trouble 
proved to be 


peritonitis. 


I had gotten here on my return 


from the island, so we knew nohing 
of it until we received a telegram from 
Cora, from San Pedro, where 
the 


steamer lands. There is no telegraph 
line to the island. They have decid- 
ed to not take the body home until 
some time during the last of April."

His condition sud- 
denly took a turn for the worse and 
the members of his family were hur- 
riedly summoned to Harrisburg, His 
end was peaceful and calm.

mains were taken to Pittsburg. 


Sir. Magee was born in Pittsburg in 


1S4S. 
In 1S69 he was made cashier in 


the city treasury and in 1871 was elect- 
ed city treasurer, and was re-elected 
In 1S74. He was elected state senator 
in 1892 and was twice re-elected. He 
was a director in numerous Pittsburg 
banks, trust companies and insurance 
companies, and at the time of his 
death was the principal owner of the 
Pittsburg Times.

Will be Relieved of a 


Heavy Duty. 


The Charge Becomes Effect- 


ive April First. 


Order Issued by President McKin- 


ley Upon the Recommendation 


of the Cubaa Economic 


Commission. 


Washington, March S.—The presi- 


dent issued an executive order abol- 
ishing the Cuban export duty on to- 
bacco frorn April 1 next This action 
was taken on the earnest recommen- 
dation of the Cuban economic commis- 
sion, which recently visited Washing: 
ton, indorsed by General "Wood. A. 
previous order had been issued fixing, 
an export duty of ,50 per cent on Cu- 
ban tobacco from April 1. The action 
of the president removes the export 
duty entirely. General Wood's ap- 
proval of the abolition of this export 
duty is practically an expression of 
his belief that the Cuban revenues 
from other sources are sufficient for 
tke needs of the insular government.
